Whereas,  The  total  expenditure  for  the  year  by  the  State 
of  Colorado  was  about  |10,000.00,  which  amount  is  similar  to 
the  amount  expended  by  the  State  of  Utah ;  Colorado  and  Utah 
being  the  only  states  in  which  the  research  work  in  connection 
with  oil  shales  is  now  being  done ; 

Now  Therefore  Be  It,  Resolved,  By  the  Senate,  the  House 
of  Representatives  concurring  with  the  plan  and  arrangement 
concurred  in  by  the  State  of  Colorado  with  the  United  States 
Bureau  of  Mines  for  investigations  and  research  on  the  subject 
of  oil  shale,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  heartily  commended  and 
approved ;  and 

Be  it  Further  Resolved,  That  this  work  be  continued  during 
the  succeeding  biennial  period,  and  that  the  Governor  be,  and 
he  hereby  is  requested  to  enter  into  and  close  negotiations  with 
the  United  States  Bureau  of  Mines  and  its  representatives  to 
the  end  that  this  work  may  be  so  continued.

Whereas,  The  deficit  between  domestic  production  and  con- 
sumption of  petroleum  is  estimated  to  be  more  than  100  million 
barrels  for  the  year  1920,  making  it  necessary  to  import  enormous 
quantities  of  oil  from  Mexico  and  to  draw  continually  on  our 
rapidly  waning  stocks  of  petroleum ;  and 

Whereas,  The  present  rate  of  increase  of  consumption  of 
petroleum  in  the  United  States  makes  it  appear  that  in  the  near 
future  the  nation  will  be  largely  dependent  on  foreign  sources  for 
its  petroleum  supplies,  a  condition  which  will  place  the  nation 
in  a  dangerous  position  in  time  of  war  and  tend  to  a  loss  of  com- 
mercial supremacy  in  time  of  peace ;  and 

Whereas,  The  nation's  enormous  deposits  of  oil  shales  repre- 
sent a  resource  which,  when  properly  developed,  will  give  the 
nation  a  practically  inexhaustible  domestic  source  of  petroleum ; 
and 

Whereas,  The  commercial  development  of  these  oil  shales  can 
be  immeasurably  facilitated  by  proj^erly  conducted  scientific  re- 
search; and 

Whereas,  The  United  States  Bureau  of  Mines,  a  federal 
agency  properly  qualified  to  conduct  such  investigations,  has 
requested  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  an  appropriation 
for  the  construction,  equipment  and  operation  of  an  experimental 
station  for  such  investigations ; 

Now,  Therefore,  Be  It  Resolved,  By  the  Senate,  the  House  of 
Representatives  concurring.  That  the  plans  of  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of 
Mines  for  investigations  on  oil  shale  are  approved  and  that  the 
Congress  of  the  United  States  be  requested  to  consider  favorably 
the  appropriation  requested. 

Be  It  Further  Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be

And  the  highest  local  taxation  levies 
having  been  made.  And  the  whole  country  being  favorable  to  a 
continuation  of  road  improvement. 

And  the  fact  that  labor  and  business  conditions  now  indicate 
that  one  of  the  big  problems  for  the  next  few  years  will  be  employ- 
ment. 

It  is  urged  that  the  government  can  extend  no  wiser  or  more 
far-reaching  help  than  by  appropriating  liberally  to  augment 
local  road  funds  for  highway  improvement.    The  joint  expendi- 
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tiii-e  for  this  j)iirpose  will  extend  into  every  county  in  the  United 
States  and  into  every  business  channel  and  the  results  will  repay 
every  class  of  citizenship  immediately,  by  providing  more  eco- 
nomic transportation  facilities. 

Now,  Therefore,  Be  It  Kesolved,  That  the  Twenty-third  Gen- 
eral Assembly  of  the  State  of  Colorado  does  urge  upon  the  Con- 
gress of  the  United  States  the  necessity  of  making  liberal  appro- 
priations, under  the  Federal  Aid  Act,  at  this  Session,  to  be 
available  for  the  years  1922  and  1923,  that  there  may  be  no  inter- 
ruption in  highway  construction  work  throughout  the  nation. 

Consideration  of  S.  C.  K.  No.  2  went  over  one  day  under 
the  rules.

Whereas,  It  becomes  necessary  for  each  of  such  letters  to 
be  opened  in  the  Dead  Letter  Office  in  order,  if  possible,  to  ascer- 
tain the  name  and  address  of  the  writer  so  that  the  same  may 
be  returned ;  and 

Whereas,  The  government  has  imposed  a  tax  of  three  cents 
upon  the  sender  for  each  letter  so  returned,  thus  requiring  two 
cents  to  mail  and  three  cents  additional  for  the  return  of  such 
letter,  although  there  has  been  no  delivery  thereof ;  and 

Whereas,  There  is  anually  expended  hundreds  of  thousands 
of  dollars  in  maintaining  and  operating  a  Dead  Letter  Depart- 
ment, and  in  providing  a  sufficient  force  of  employees  to  handle 
such  dead  letter  mail;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  desirable  that  some  system  should  be  in- 
augurated which  will  lessen  the  burden  of  taxes  placed  upon  the 
people  and  also  reduce  the  expenses  of  the  government;  and 

Whereas,  A  citizen  of  Denver  and  State  of  Colorado,  who 
has  been  a  postal  employee  for  more  than  thirty  years,  has  de- 
vised a  plan,  which  appears  to  possess  merit,  and  which,  if  adopted, 
it  is  thought,  will  greatly  improve  the  postal  service  by  lessen- 
ing the  labor  and  expense  of  the  Post  Office  Department,  result 
in  a  considerable  saving  to  the  masses  of  the  people,  and  insure 
prompt  and  proper  delivery  of  mail ;  and 

Whereas,  Said  plan  substitutes  for  the  present  return  en- 
velope now  in  use,  what  is  called  an  ^'Eudcational  Envelope," 
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to  be  used  by  the  United  States  Post  Office  Department  in  re- 
turnin<^  dead  letter  mail  to  the  senders  thereof,  upon  which 
envelope  there  shall  appear  certain  printed  matter,  intended  to 
inform  and  impress  upon  the  public  the  importance  and  necessity 
of  having  all  mail  properly  addressed,  and  which  is  in  the  fol- 
lowing form :

Each  elector  voting  at  said  election  and  desir- 
ing to  vote  for  holding  a  convention  to  revise,  alter  and  amend 
the  Constitution  of  Colorado  shall  place  in  the  ballot  box  his 
or  her  ticket,  whereon  shall  be  printed  the  words:  "For  Hold-
